Queen-mother, and Anne tiujfey an Jrijh Gen¬ 
tlewoman of the Houfe of Galtrum , ufually 
working at Miftris <Pimh Houfe a School- 
miftris on the backfide of Lions Inne in the 
Strand, atfeVerdll meetings of theirs fince 
Eafter 1640. in thefe"Words } or 
to this effeEl. 



Jnne Hujjey comming to Good- 
wife walker , a (locking mender 
in the Strand, who faid to mee,I 
would your Countryman were 
j '.ashoneft as you , that lyes at 
i my houfe then:! asked her, 
who hee was f Goodwifc Wal¬ 
ker anfwcred mee , anti faid 
Prieft , and a- fervant to the Qi'een- 
anditanyhad iwitto fearch itout , they 
would find out a great deal of Treafon in him, then 
I faid to Goodwife walker , if you will be true to 
me, and not difeover me to be a Proteftant, Twill 
fetch it out of him if I can, and Goodwife Walker 
promifedjthat dice would not difeover mee,fo the 
next day‘early in the morning , 1 wen: up to his 
chamber at the faid Goodwife Walkers houfe , and 
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was cHre&ed to it by her Husband, and when the 
Prieft had opened his door, and I in his chamber, he 
asked me, if. I knew him 1 1 anfwered no, but I in¬ 
quired for an Infhman, that came with the Queen- 
mother, and hearing that he was one, I was bold to 
come up to him, toentreate him to enquire for an 
Uncle of mine, one MafteriNT/rW.w Wujfey{ a Prieft) 
gt the Sparulh Ambaftadours, whether he was a live, 
or come over into England , william O Conner anfwe¬ 
red me, why doe you not go and enquire your felf t 
I anfwered, I being a woman, was loath to goe a- 
mongft fo many men. • -

people, then he asked tnee what my name/^st I 
told him Annt ffu(Jey j fo hee brought mee to Miftris 
pinocks houfe,and fo departed for that tipie. 

At a fecond meeting on Satmrday : ;«fterf'#^fi<«» 
O Connor the Prieft came!againeto Miftris Pinocles 
houfetoaskefor mee, and defired mee goe drinkc 
with him at a Tavern, which I refufed , but went 
with him to one Mafter Hilim Alehoufe,and there 
we fell into this following difeourfe. 

H. I told him I was troubled in minde about 
ene thing that I defired to know. 

P. You muft relate it to a Prieft. 

H. If I knew an Irifb Prieft, that would tell mee 
faithfully, I would. 

P. I am one my felfe,and immediatly he crofted 
me over the forehead.. 
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H. 1 asked him, whether the number of the pro- 
teftants, or the papifts in England were the greateft ? 

P. He faid the papifts were. 

H, Then they will conquer our Country (mean ■ 
ing Ireland.) 

P, Firft, we muft begin with England. 

H. How,or in what manner will they begin with 
England < and when will it be i 

P. When the King goes to Scotland. 

H, There is no hope of the Kings going to Scot¬ 
land. .j 

P. I’le warrant you he doth'. 

Pf.Can not you procure me Letters from beyond 
Sea, to help me to be a N un.

H. I have heard there is a proteftant book called 
a Bible,and by their report it faith ,that wbofonerfbeds 
mans blond , by man fhaUbis bloud be fbed, and we muft 
feare God , and honour the King, and pray for the 
Kin<*, that wee may live a peaceable, a quiet, and a 
holy life.

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read it for athoufand worlds,and further fad/vhe- 
ther doe you goe to Mafic? r ' :' ‘ 

H. To a private houfe I doe go?. 

P. Ipraife God there is many of them, and bid 
me come next day (being Sabbath day ) to Saint 
Jamefet, and I fhould heare him fay Mafic before the 
Qiieene- mother. 

H. I havebufineflfe to morrow, that J cannot go 
thither to Mafic, nor to any other place, but will 

Ibme other time. . 

So ended our difeourfe at that time. 

At an other meeting, &c. 

H, At his requeft I went to bis Chamber at 
Miftris Scarletts houfe in Coven Garden, in Black-; 
moore ftreete, at the figne of the Sedan (about a 
fortnight after) one day in the after noone, where I 
found°him upon his Bed, and |jee gave rn^tl^e 
flairts of fine hollandof about fixtecne IhibingScan 
ell fas they were judged) to mark for him upon the 
breft or bofome, in this manner following.

At which time hee (hewed mee his beads, and o- 
ther knacks,and clothes made of black pluih/carlet, 
and as I think a hairecolour fatten, after this I left 
him and carried away the flairts to bee marked, but 
inftead of marking them asheedire&ed, l marked 
them onely with a Crucifix and his name, anu tne 
fame night about nine of the clock, hee came to mee 
for his Shirts, and brought an Irifli man with him in 
a lon^ gray coate,with a fword girt dole to his tide, 
^ & J under 













under his arme, I asked the prieft who he was ? 

P. He is one of the number ofycoo, that is in 
private pay, and in readinefle to aide the Catho- 
likcs. & to cut the proteftants throats that fhould 
refift them. 

H, What office hath this man with them ? 

P. Hee is one that blows the Pipe, with the 
Drum. 

H. Letmeefeeit, and immediatly hee drew it 
out and would have played on it, but I defired 
him to forbeare,left hee was difeovered, which 
advife they liked well,and praifed me highly,and 
offered me the lives of any, that I would defire 
to be faved. 

And fo they departed. 

About the latter end of July \ 640, he came to 
me at Miftris Pinocle's houfe aforefaid,and faid he 
came upon great occafion, and in great haft, and 
he muft immediatly return back.

P. I have three Letters from the Queen-mo¬ 
ther, to be delivered to three Ambafladors , the 
Spani(b , the Venetian, the French. 

H. Wherefore ? 

P. To fend to the Pope. 

H. Can you doe nothing without the Popes 
leave? 

P. Either by himfelf,or his Legate, wee muft 
know when to begin. 

H. To begin what? 

P. The fubduing of the Proteftants. 
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H. I doe not like their fury, if they once draw 
the fword,thcy are like Lions.

P. Aye ,kill an Heretike at any time for the ad¬ 
vancement of the Mother-church of Rome, and 
fwore by Saint Francis, and Saint Dominick, that 
he would doe it, and promifed to come again,on 
Munday after,to pay me for marking of his fhirts, 
and to beftow fome Bracelets upon mee, but hee 
never came to me afterwards. 

This William O Conner , the Prieftwould not 
fuffer me to fpeak a word in all this difcourfe, but 
in Irifb, and confelfcd he hath bin long employed 
by the Qjeen-mother in her bufineffe with all the 
Princes in Chrift’endome, and with the great 
Turke, and hee profelfed further to Good wife 
Walker, (as fhee told me on Munday laft) much of 
his care in the keeping of the Queens-fecrets, and 
that he would be burnt in afire before hee would 
reveal them. - •
